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PREFACE. 


THE present volume is a continuation of the Calendar of 
the Patent Rolls for the period between 1232 and 1247, 
which was published in 1906. It deals with a continuous 
series of rolls from the thirty-second year of Henry III 
to the forty-second. 


The Latin text of two of the rolls here calendared 
has been printed by the late M. Francisque Michel in 
the series of ‘ Réles Gascons, on the ground that the 
documents enrolled on them were issued from Gascony. 
Under the present classification, however, they are not 
reckoned as Gascon Rolls, which are rolls relating to the 
foreign possessions of the English Kings. 


The text of the present volume has been prepared by 
Mr. J. G. Black, B.A., of the Public Record Office, with 
some help from Mr. R. F. Isaacson, an Assistant Record 
Keeper. Mr. Black has also compiled the Index.

Southampton, within the forest of Asseley, without 
rendering anything yearly for the same, saving to the king his regard as 
is usual in respect of such assarts. 


The like to the abbot and convent of Nattele of the place of St. 
Edward, with respect to 124 acres, 4 perch, of land, which the abbot of 
Leycestre and Roger de Bray assarted in Welewe, co. Southampton, and 
which they have of their gift, and of 1 perch of land which the abbot of 
Nattele assarted at Nortleg, co.

The king is full of joy at the letters which 
the queen and Richard earl of Cornwall sent to the effect that the said 
archbishops, &c., are solicitous of his honour and roused to help him and 
even to come to Gascony against the king of Castile. He cannot thank 
them as much as they deserve. 

For although messengers are going to and fro to make a treaty with 
that king, the king is anticipating the very contrary, both because the 
king’s enemies in Gascony, after they had made a crafty treaty with the 
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enemies of the said king, coming to King Henry set up the horns of 
their pride against the king, and also because after the last retirement of 
the king's enemies and of the king of Castile from King Henry, an 
immense quantity of money was sent from the side of the king of Castile 
which he would not have sent if he had intended to make a treaty in good 
faith. In consequence of this abundance of money and in the hope of 
succour from him, the enemy grows madder from day to day and opposes 
the king and his more often and more bitterly than before, and also the 
king of Castile, summoning his peoples on all sides, is preparing against 
the king as much as he can, so that this Easter he will be at Bures which 
is said to be only ten days distant. It would be a shame to the nobles of 
England, who have always excelled other nations in valour and 
strenuousness, if through inactivity (ignaviam) the land of Gascony, which 
is the right of the king and of the crown of England, should be disgrace- 
fully torn from his hands and lost. "Therefore let them gird themselves, 
and hurry up what help they can, for if they do not come swiftly and in 
force the king will incur shame and enormous expense. If the power of. 
the Spaniards suddenly anticipate their aid, the king might easily be 
disinherited of what he holds at present in Gascony, and in consequence 
of the whole of the remainder of that land, as the barons, burgesses: and 
others now adhering to the king's fealty desire and affect the dominion 
of the king of Castile rather than of the king. But if their power 
anticipate that of the king of Castile, there is no fear but that the king 
will be able to resist his incursions and endeavours. 

Those who cannot come in person will kindly (velitis) contribute such 
and so prompt an aid that the king shall be bound to them and their 
successors in & worthy acknowledgment. And let it be so that the 
aid be sent when the queen comes. And that this service and aid shall 
not prejudice them or their heirs as a precedent the king has thought fit 
to send letters patent accordingly. Also, in order that the king may do 
-them such favour as he can without breach of justice, he has commanded 
the queen and earl to cause the Great Charter of England to be proclaimed 
and held by oath of the several sheriffs in the several counties, on condition 
however that they (the archbishops and barons, &c.) cause it to be observed 
by their subjects, and that they give them letters patent accordingly. 

Those who come in person should labour for the king's honour by 
being a fortnight after Easter or at latest three weeks after at Portesmuth 
ready to go on board. The greater and swifter their preparation, the more 
formidable it will be, and no information should get through to the notice 
of the enemy.

Grant to the men of the commune of Bordeaux, the citizens whereof 
have served the king faithfully and have suffered many losses in defence 
of his land, and their heirs, that they be quit of all exaction and prise of 
the tuns of wine taken by them to England, Ireland, Wales or other the 
king’s land, which the king is accustomed to take, except the ancient 
prise of one tun before the mast and one tun aft in each ship, and for 
each of these the merchant shall receive the price, but pay the customs of 
money on every tun in every port according to the form accustomed there. 
And the king will protect them from any further exaction. 

Two sworn appraisers shall value these wines in every port, at the 
least loss of the merchants ; and no bailiff shall take any except by letters 
patent specifying the number of tuns. All wines taken at the time of 
vintage shall be acquitted at the exchequer of Easter, and wines of ‘ rec’ 
at the exchequer of Michaelmas. And if payment be not made, no prise 
shall be taken until it has been made. 

As a further favour, the king grants that after any ship of Bordeaux 
shall put in at a port, the bailiff who holds the office of the prise shall 
take the said two tuns without delay, and the merchants shall report if 
any inconvenience arise through their delay or absence. 

Peter de Monti Forti, knight, has sworn on the Holy Gospels on the 
king’s soul, that these ordinances shall be observed, and the king has 
appended his seal and there were present and gave their consent the 
bishops of Bath and Hereford, J. earl of Warwick, P. de Sabaudia, W. de 
Valencia, W. de Cantilupo, J. de Grey, Robert Waleraund, W. de Grey, 
Drew de Barentin and others. 

They have a letter omitting the clause touching the appraisers and 
payment, and one with the clause. 

And for this charter the citizens of Bordeaux made fine in 2,000 marks, 
which they paid to Peter Chacepork, the treasurer. 


Notification that the king has promised to them that this exemption, 
which he has caused to be sealed with the little seal which he had in 
Gascony, shall be sealed with the great seal, which he sent into England, 
before Whit Sunday and before that date shall be confirmed word for 
word by Edward the king's son and sealed with his seal. 


Pelerin de la Puynt and William Arnaldi de Puys and their men 
have the king's order and licence to make war on Gaston de Biarn and 
his accomplices, and any other of the king’s enemies, by sea and land, 
without acceptance (acceptione) of things or persons; so that they have 
one moiety of what is acquired, and for the other moiety they answer to 
the king. If they do any damage to men who are not of the war they 
shall be answerable for that and they shall save the king harmless.

All these things shall be observed so long as the honour of Genzac is 
in the king’s hands. And if by judgement or the king’s will, the king 
restore that honour to the right heirs, the king will first take security 
from such heirs that it be defined in his court which of the said articles 
and conditions ought to be kept and which abolished. To observe these 
thing’s Peter Chaceporc, the treasurer, and Robert Waleraund, the 
steward, have sworn on the king’s soul.

The king is sending to them 
Bertram de Podenzac, who is of their tongue, to hold the mayoralty of 
the town of Bayonne with the castle and prévóté, as was niovidel by 
Simon de Monteforti, earl of Leicester, and Peter de Sabaudia and them- 
selves, when these were last in their parts ; and he commands them to be 
intendant to him as mayor, making the oath of fealty to him and receiving 
from him the like oath as the custom is in that town, and to assist him 
in the preservation of the town so that the king may commend their 
fidelity.

Acknowledgement by the said Gerald, in the presence of the king, that 
his said uncle Gerald did homage to King John for the said counties, for 
which he has done homage to the king. For this acknowledgement the 
king has acquitted the said Gerald of all money wherein he was bound to 
Eschivat de Chabbeneys, count of Bigorre. All the knights of Armaniac 
and Fesensiac have sworn, if Gerald retires from the fealty of the king, 
to be intendant to the king unless the said Gerald return to his obedience 
within three months and have given the king letters to that effect, under 
the hand of a notary public. The commonalties of Nogaro (de Nogerallo), 
Eauze (Elza), Aubiet (Aubiek), Jégun (Giyon), Bik, Aignan (Asma) 
Spans, and Bic, have also sworn to the same effect. The king holds 
le Capcostede, with the whole town of Laverding, for five years from the 
day of the doing of homage, for his expenses, at the end of which term he 
is to restore the said fortress of Capcostede with the town of Laverding, 
without deterioration. And if any one brings a plaint against the said 
Gerald in the court of St. Sever it shall be tried according to the customs 
of that court, and if he will not stand by the judgement of that court 
the said knights and others will be obedient to the king, until he does.

Wheress Ellis Rudell of Brugariak died, the king, as chief lord of 
Brugerac and Genzak and the other castles and honours late of the said 
Ellis, sent to the knights, burgesses and others of the honour of Genzak, 
Geoffrey de Lisen[aco] and William de Valencia, the king's brothers, 
Peter de Sabaudia, William de Cantilupo, Peter Chaceporc, the treasurer, 
and Robert Walerand the Steward, by whom he demanded his due, to 
wit, the first keeping of the castle and honour of Genzak. The knights 
and burgesses answered that they would fulfil the king's mandate under 
the following form and conditions, to wit, that the king should cause to 
be removed all undue exactions imposed by the lords of the castle and 
cause to be observed such customs as the knights and ten burgesses of 
the said castle should declare upon oath to be the right ancient customs ; 
and that if the king should by judgement or by his will surrender the 
castle with the honour to tbe right heirs, he should first take security from 
them that definition be made in the king's court which of the following 
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articles, conditions, statutes or customs should be observed or abandoned. 
The said knights and burgesses elected fer this made a deposition to the 
following effect, which William Reymundi de Genzak, sometime lord of 
the place, made custoinary or imposed upon the borough of Genzak ai 
the constitution or construction of the borough, to wit :— 

Whosoever of Genciak or the honour offers right before the lord 
ought to be received by him. 

Every scirvientum of every house of the borough of Genciae owes 
12d. a year to the lord for scirvienyium payable on the morrow of 
Christmas another 12d. on the same day for fornagium, whereby 
it is lawful for any one dwelling at Genzak, within or around, to 
have an oven at will on his own ground. 

Everyone, who ought to come to the lord when he sends for him, 
must come and find a pledge if he asks it of him. 

The lord has there justice of bloodshed and murder. 

Whenever the lord goes beyond sea, the men of the place owe him 
for service 500s., and the same when he marries his daughter, and 
the same when he makes his son a knight. 

For every pig killed and sold there 1d. for bancagium, for every cow 
or ox, 24. t 

For a salmon sold there 14. 

At Whitsuntide every butcher owes the lord a fourth part of a ram, 
and every shoemaker (sabatarius) 12d. for sabatagium. 

At the three fairs there, to wit, at St. Bartholomew, St. Stephen and 
St. Faith every year they owe the 20th and 80th (vendam et treytam) 
in the customary manner from those things which they bring for 
sale there. 

Whenever the lord wishes to buy bread, wine or flesh or oats, he may 
receive it from the sellers provided that he pays the price within a 
month of the day of purchase, And the same touching the 
shoeing of horses. 

For every conca of corn sold there on Thursday the lord has his hands 
hands full (plenus palmas) for mesurage, whether the corn be sold 
by measure or by estimation. 

On all corn or wine sold or bought pedage is due, if it is drawn from 
the earth, unless the seller has the wine or corn from his own 
vineyards or tillage (ayricultura). 

In the said borough the lord kept the debetum vini, to wit, that every 
year for one month beginning at Easter, until Whitsunday, unless 
the lord wills no one shall sell wine in the borough of Genciac 
except the lord, and the lord can put a quartern (cartonem) at 1d. 
more than it shall be sold at at first, but at such time nevertheless 
the knights dwelling in the castle can sell their own wine to those 
willing to go to the tavern except to those of the town, likewise 
the foraney (foranex) that is those who are not of the castle or the 

rough, may sell their wine outside at the tavern in the time 
debeti vini provided that those of the borough do not buy in order 
to bring into the borough. 

If the lord cause logs to be cut in the wood before Christmas every- 
one having a beast of carriage ought to carry two loads (saumatas) 
to the lord's house. 

Anyone may be a tailor of cloth in the market who will. 

If anyone injuriously kill or imprison anyone of Genzak or of the 
honour, he may not enter Genciac by the mandate of the lord or 
another until he have first made peace with him who has suffered 
injury, or, in his absence, with his friends. 
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If anyone of Genciac will protect (guidare) anyone, he can do so 
unless it be expressly prohibited or unless he whom he wishes to 
protect has taken or killed a man of the said place, and it is at the 
peril of the protector if the protected in passing through a place do 
any injury or damage. 

If any stranger bring fish for sale at Genciac and anyone of Genciac 
meet him between la Rokam and la Solega, he may not buy fish 
from him except for his own eating. 

If anyone of Genciac or of the honour wish to transfer his domicile, 
the lord ought not to prevent him, and he ought to have & space 
of 40 days wherein to transfer himself and hia goods, and the lord 
ought to give him and his goods security in his whole district ; 
and the lord ought not to take or expel anyone so long as he can 
establish his right (/irmare jus). 

From every judgement wherein the lord aggrieves a subjeot (obditum) 
at Genciac, the aggrieved can complain or appeal at the court of 
Bazas if the lord's judgement does not please him. 

The lord ought to swear that he will keep the terms which they call 
los ders and their good customs, and the good men of the place will 
swear afterwards to the lord that they will be good to him, 
straight ( plani) and loyal (legales) as to a good lord. 

The knights and burgesses ought to have the vendage on closes 
(vendagium pledurarum) and houses held of them in the borough or 
the district (ambaratis). 

The knights may have in the port of Flaujagas, and in the port of 
Bogio and Gueytas, boats (/luves) to carry those wishing to cross 
the Dordogne, provided they pay the pedage where they ought. 

The knights and all others of Genciac and the honour ought to pay 
the lord the due called in the vulgar tongue La Civital; the king 
has summoned him to the army and he has gone. 


The king, for the confirmation of all the aforesaid, has granted these 
letters to the said knights and burgesses for the said castle and honour, 
sealed with his seal and that of Edward his first-born son. 


Notification that the king owes the undermentioned citizens of Bordeaux 
5,000 good new sterlings without half pence, lo wit:— 

Peter and Arnald Cayllou, Seguin Barba and Ellis Barba, Raymond 
Mackayn and Ellis Moneri, Reymond de Camparien, Ellis le 
Carpenter and Raymond Emerici, 8,800 marks, payable at London

in Gascony, to lend them this sum, and the king binds himself as a pledge 
for them if they fail to pay at the appointed terms. 


Notification that the king owes Deutajutus Willelmi and Hugucio del 
Papa and Haldeossa Johannis, and their fellows, citizens and merchants 
of Florence, et eorum ordiniis, 550 marks of the one part and 252 marks of 
the other part, whereof there are letters patent of Ottobonus the cardinal, 
nephew of the pope; and also 100 marks of the king's gift, and these 
sums the king owes for their furthering his affairs in the court of Rome.

with rubies and pearls, two other little wreaths sible and 8 gold combs. 
And if the said money be not paid then, it shall be lawful for the earl, 
his heirs, assigns or executors to pledge the said jewels for the said 
money. And both the king and the earl put their seals to the present 
writing made in the form of a chirograph. 


Acknowledgment that the king has received a loan from the said earl of 
5000 marks, for the payment whereof the king has assigned to the earl 
his Jews of England as follows :—That the said Jews shall pay the earl,

the priory of the church of Winchester, the keeping of the said goods 
shall be assigned to them, so that payment may be made of the debts and 
provision made for the expenses of the monks and so, during such 
sequestration, there would be no prior to obtain possession of the 
temporalities. And whereas the prior of Winchester is bound to make 
suit at certain times at the king’s court, and to show the king many 
other accustomed services, and to answer before the king and his 
justices all complainants against him, and cannot by the custom of the realm 
appoint a proctor or attorney, except he be present in court and appoint 
him by word of mouth, and as often as he fails in any of these things he 
may fall into amercement, and owe the king a sum of money, by such 
sequestration there might be no one to do these things, and the king would 
be defrauded of his due customs and services. Further, as the temporal 
goods of the priory are known to be held of the king's barony, if there 
be no prior, the keeping thereof belongs to the bishop of Winchester, and 
if there be no bishop, to the king. Wherefore the pope cannot and ought 
not to make orders touching the said goods which are of the king's barony, 
without consulting the king, nor would he have done so, as the king 
thinks, if he had known the truth of the matter, because no other person, 
where the king has not failed to do justice, has to judge or make orders 
thereof. The king therefore forbids them, if they have received letters 
upon this matter, to intermeddle with the said goods, at any rate until 
they have consulted with the pope, and if they do, the king will have 
recourse to their goods for all the customs, rights and services due from 
the prior of Winchester whereof they will thereby defraud the king. 


Commission to Philip Luvel, the treasurer, John le Fraunceys and 
John de Wyvyle, setting forth that, because Robert de Scales lately sued 
before the king for restitution to him of seisin of the manor of Ruhale, 
which he olaimed of the gift of Peter de Roffa by charter of the said

of the Holy Land, entreating them by the faith and affection in which 
they are held to the king, for love of the Crucified, whose business is 
principally engaged in this behalf, and out of regard for the king's 
prosecution of it to give effective assistance to the said master and his 
colleagues about the furthering and promotion of that business, rendering 
their counsel and aid to him so courteously as thereby to merit the 
king’s commendation.

Whereas at the mandate of Master Rostand, papal subdeacon and 
chaplain, executor of the business of the Cross, in England, and other 
lands subject to the king, deputed by the Apostolic See to make certain 
payments to divers merchants for the business of the realm of Sicily, the 
bishop of Norwich has paid to Ventura Fornarii, Reyner Barboti, 
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Hereminius Herminii and James Tecii, citizens and merchants of 
Siena, 5500 marks out of the tenth collected by him for the business of 
the said realm, the king acquits him and his church in respect of the said 
payment or any other which he has made at the mandate of the said 
Master, promising that neither he nor his successors shall be molested for 
the same. By K. and the others above. 


Mandate to the said Master Rostand, that—whereas by letters of Pope 
Alexander IV the king is informed that James, bishop of Bologna, 
formerly, by mandate of Innocent IV, in the service of the church of 
Rome, came for the business of the realm of Sicily with an honourable 
company of knights, and on this account incurred expenses amounting to 
4000 pounds of Tours, which is included in the total sum of expenses for 
that business, for the payment of which sum to the bishop the pope has 
directed his mandate to the king—he is to pay this sum to the bishop out 
of the money of the old crusade, which the pope granted to the king for 
the business of the realm of Sicily.

To the justiciary of Ireland, the treasurer, barons and chamberlains 
of the exchequer of Dublin. Whereas the king is bound to Amauvin de 
Warreys in 5071. 16s. 6d. computed in the wardrobe by Albric de 
Fiscampis, Peter de Winton and Richard le Rus (Rujfum), king's clerks, 
for arrears of stipends of the said Amauvin, his knights, balisters and 
serjeants, while he was seneschal in the Landes in Gascony in the war of 
Gascony, and for the keeping of divers castles, which he held furnished 
(munita) by order of the king in the said war and for losses of horses and 
other losses which he sustained in the said war while he was seneschal, 
which money the king ought to have paid to him at Westminster on 
the quinzaine of Easter, 89 Henry III, but could not, and whereas 
the king is bound to him in 90/. 10s. for the said arrears while 
he was in the king’s service in those parts, whereof there was a 
contention beween the said Amauvin and the said king’s clerks, and 
which the king ought to have paid to him at the same time but could not, 
as appears in letters patent made to him by the seal which the king used

The sheriff of Lincoln has also been 
commanded to provide twelve knights and other good men of the vicinage 
of that city, and twelve citizens of that city to enquire herein with the 
mayor, bailiffs and coroners of that city; and to see that all Jews and 
Jewesses who have been attendant on any Jews in the said city during the 
last two years are present there to make the said inquisition: and the 
said sheriff, taking with him the coroners of his county, shall be there 
assisting and diligently attending to the business.

Mandate to all sheriffs and bailiffs in England that, when required by 
the said citizens, they distrain all persons who acknowledge themselves to 
owe debts to the said citizens, to pay them without delay.

Mandate to Alan la Zuche, justiciary of Ireland, after receiving the 
fealty of Master Philip, canon of Ardfert, whose election as bishop of 
Ardfert has been confirmed by D. archbishop of Cashel, to restore to him 
the temporalities, after first taking from him and his chapter letters 
patent that this grace shall not prejudice the king as a precedent. 


The convent of Tavystok have licence to elect by Alvred their prior and 
Martin, their fellow-monks, coming to the king with letters patent of the 
chapter.

Mandate to Alan la Zuche, justiciary of Ireland, the bishop of Ossory, 
treasurer of Ireland, John de Bronigfald, the chancellor, and Master 
William de Bakepuz, escheator in Ireland, that whereas last year the 
king commanded the treasurer and Richard de Rupella, then justiciary, . 
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Ralph de Norwyco, then chancellor of Ireland and the barons and 
chamberlains of Dublin, to pay out of the issues of the archbishopric of 
Dublin, and the void bishopries of Ireland to Amauvin de Varreys 6811.

And lest 
this statute touching void prebends, under colour of the church’s 
need, shall be unduly protracted the said dean thinks fit to name 
the defects which most displease the king and patron and himself. 
First, even if we say nothing of the ugliness (deformitate) of the 
chapel of the glorious Virgin, the place of the same is so strait as 
not to contain the clergy of the church or even the Virgin’s 
image, bare, because without a tabernacle, without impediment of 
light. Secondly, the wooden tower, uncovered all round, rotten 
and in ruins, threatens them with irreparable peril in their bells. 
Thirdly, the unfitness of the greater altar, the presbitery and choir 
without ceiling (celatura) ; the nave of the church without solid 
covering, the cloister in like case, ruinous on two sides, cause fear 
of greater danger and heavier expenses.

Promise to the abbey and convent of Westminster to keep them harm- 
less as to their bond to the said James Bavanzati (sic) and the others 
named above in the said sum. 

Mandate to Geoffrey de Leukenore and Adam de Greynvyle, guardians 
of the abbey of Shaftebiry, to restore the abbey and its temporalities to 
Juliana Bauzan, one of the nuns, whose election as abbess has been con- 
firmed by E. bishop of Salisbury.

covetousness, to do speedy justice well and quickly for the poor as for the 
rich, and will take nothing from anyone either himself or by another, or 
by any manner of art or devise by occasion of his bailiwick. except only 
food and drink which it is customary to bring to the tables for one day at 
most, and that he will only have five horses in the place where he lodges 
with anyone by occasion of his bailiwick, and that he will lodge with no 
one who has less than 40i. yearly of land, nor in any house of religion 
which has less than the value of 100 marks yearly in land or rents, and 
only once a year or twice at most, and this only by their will, and that 
he shall not draw this into a custom, and if it is agreed that he lodge 
there, he shall not take any present or other thing worth more than 124. 
And of serjeants he shall not have more than is necessary to guard his 
bailiwick, and he shall take such serjeants as he can be answerable for 
with certainty for their good faith, and such that the country shall not 
be too much aggrieved by their eating and drinking, and all, so long 
as they are in the exercise of their office (en baillie) from no man, clerk or 
lay, free or villein, house of religion or township (vilee) shall demand 
or take lamb, sheaf or corn, wool or any manner of moveable or money or 
money's worth, as many have been accustomed to do heretofore. This 
to do the sheriff shall make them swear, when he commits the bailiwick 
tothem. And he shall not let to farm counties, hundreds, wapentakes or 
other bailiwick of the realm, to anyone. And sheriffs and allother inanner 
of bailiffs may be sure that if anyone is indicted (ateint) of any other 
kind of prise than is written above. by reason of his bailiwick, he shall 
abide judgement (reint), and also the giver with the taker, for the king 
has provided by the counsel of his magnates that always for the future 
full and swift justice shall be done to all without any manner of hire. 
And for this the king forbids all persons male and female that they offer, 
permit or give anything to any of his bailiffs on pain of abiding judgement, 
for when the sheriff comes at the end of the year on his account, he will 
be allowed his proper expenses, that he has made in keeping the king's 
bailiwick both for himself and for the hire of his serjeants.
